The base, home to the 28th Bomb Wing (BW), is
one of only two B-1B bases in the world.

ating aircraft, pulling a
trigger or operating a net-
work, provides combat
power for our nation.

The 28th BW is aligned
with the Twelfth Air Force
under Air Combat Command and is comprised of several
wing staff agencies and four groups including the 28th Oper-
ations Group, 28th Maintenance Group, 28th Mission Sup-
port Group and 28th Medical Group.

The 28th BW is home to 27 B-1B aircraft. In 2012, the base
also began flying MQ-9 Reaper missions from ground control
stations on Ellsworth when the 432nd Attack Squadron was
stood up.

Ellsworth carries with it a rich history from its foundation as
the Rapid City Air Base in January 1942 and arrival of the first
bomber, the B-17 Flying Fortress, that September. Over the
years, the installation has changed names, weapon systems
and missions — evolving to maintain its commitment to
providing combat airpower for America that began with
bombing missions during World War Il to the current pres-
ence in Southwest Asia in support of Operation Enduring
Freedom. Since 1997, Ellsworth has provided crucial long
range strike precision capability for numerous operations
around the globe.

Today, Ellsworth Airmen continue to play a critical partin
our nation’s defense. The B-1s from Ellsworth continually
